Approval of the Minutes of the Meeting of October 25, 1977

Chairman's Remarks 


Prof. Pinsky explained that work continued on space planning for the 
new building and the division of the areas had been tentatively 
designated. 


He announced that a composition by Prof. A. Crossman of the Mucic 
Section would be performed by Prof. S. Friedland and Ms. L. Milkman 
on CBC FM, October 12th and 13th. 


‘Curriculum Report No. 12 Graduate Studies Programmes 


Prof. G. Walters explained the curriculum revisions for the Diploma 
in Art Education, the PhD in Art Education and the MFA in Art History. 


*Motion: (Walters, Friedland) “that Council adopt the Graduate Studies 


Programme curriculum changes contained in Report No. 12."

Ad Hoc Committee on Competence in Written Expression 


The Chairman explained that this committee's mandate was to study the 

UCCC Report on "Competence in Written Expression" and report back to 
Council by its next meeting on December 4, 1977. The Chairman recommended 
the proposed slate and asked if there were any other nominations. There 
were none. 


3.4.1 *Motion: (Kelly, Cooke) "that Council adopt the proposed slate for the 
Ad Hoc Committee on Competence in Written Expression." —

and Walters. 


3.5 Library Report 


Mr. G.J. Snowball, Head of Administrative Services, Library was 
introduced and he presented Council with a report explaining the 
formula presently used by which Library funds were allocated to the 
various faculties. 


Prof. G. Walters asked how the Fine Arts allocation compared with 
the other areas in the University. 


The following figures indicated the library allocations for 1977-78: 
Faculty of Fine arts - $42,000; Social Sciences - $149,000; 
Humanities - $124,000; Arts & Science, Lnyola - $224,000; 
Engineering - $67,000; Commerce - $53,000; Science - $125,000. 


The inadequacies of the present formula were then discussed. 


Prof. J. Bordan noted several problems inherent in the use of the 

present formula, one of which was that the Rectors Cabinet's view was 

not reflected in the use of Library funds. He also added that he would 
very much like to pursue the matter regarding the statistical information 
used in the formula. 


3.6 Revision of Council Quorum 


The Chairman noted that the Steering Committee had recommended a change 
in the number constituting the quorum for Council. 


3.6.1 *Motion: (Cooke, Reznicek) "that Council revise the quorum from a 
total of 15 to 11 members." 


Vote: Carried 


3.7 Composition of Steering Committee 


Srrl *Motion: (Walters, Friedland) “that Council adopt the recommendation 
that the Steering Committee, as it is now constituted, serve until the 
end of this academic year."

Other Business 


There were several matters brought forward under new business including 

a request by Prof. Gross that a committee be formed to study and set up 
procedures regarding pre-registration, registration and admissions in 

the Faculty; 

a request by Prof. Molinari that a committee be formed to handle and 

deal with student complaints regarding the teaching faculty; and 

a request by Ms. L. Boltan, speaking on behalf of the students, for 

an explanation about the curtailment of funds used for the "model" budget. 


The Chairman explained that it was not the business of Council to 
discuss either administrative, personnel or budgetary matters and that 
these problems could be properly handled at the Divisional levels. 


However, a discussion did take place around the pedagogical use of the 
"model" in Drawing and Painting classes. The Chairman explained that 

the courses referred to were not Life Drawing and Painting classes and 

he questioned the present use of the model fund. The students felt 

the "curtailment" of the model fund restricted the freedom of the teacher 
to use whatever teaching methods he wished. 


The Director of Visual Arts, Prof. J. Kelly, explained that the model 
budget for this year was exactly as it was last year and that an 
opportunity to use these funds by all members of the Division had to be 
ensured. This was the main reason for limiting the use of the model to 
a 30-hour period per instructor, for the remainder of the current 
academic year.
